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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is a response to tlie appeal brief filed on 1/16/2007. 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Since generic claim 18 is allowable, claim 27, directed to the fonning a data 
storage medium method, previously restricted from the election of species mailed on 
8/28/2006, are now subject to bring rejoined. Claims 18-27 are hereby rejoined and 
fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's anfiendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

IN THE CLAIM 

Re. Claim 18: After the phrase "sinusoidal loading" as recited In line 7, change a 
period "."to 

Insert a new phrase in line 8, -wherein the storage medium has a 
thickness of up to about 1.2 mm-. 
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Re. Claim 22;After ttie ptirase "ttiermoset coating" as recited in line 2, change the 
phrase "oh a side of the plastic surface opposite the core" to -wherein the plastic 
surface is between the themnoset coating and the core-. 

Re. Claim 23: Cancelled. 

Re. Claim 24: After the phrase "method of Claim" as recited in line 1, change the 
phrase "23" to -18-. 

Re. Claims 28-30: Cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose the claimed invention such as the data storage medium having 
a substrate including a plastic surface and a performed core made of injection molding 
has an axial displacement of less than 500 [i under shock or vibration excitation when 
excited by a 1 G sinusoidal loading when the data storage medium has a thickness of 
up to about 1 .2 mm. The closest reference of Sandstrom teaches a process of making 
an optical data storage disk having a substrate fomned by bonding two or more layers 
together, not by injection molding. The other closest reference of Marchon teaches a 
process of forming a data storage medium having a substrate including a plastic surface 
and a performed core made of an injection molding has an axial displacement of less 
than 500 |j under shock or vibration excitation when excited by a 1 G sinusoidal loading 
when the data storage medium has a thickness of up to about 1 .2 mm. Therefore, it is 
not obvious taken alone or in combination of other references fairly to suggest the 
claimed invention. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
